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MY MIND seemed to melt 


into an atmosphere of murky 
ideas today as I trudged 
through the morning's fog 
and rain. The name of a road 
less than a mile south of Dix- 
on kept coming into my brain 
.-. .Bloody Gulch road! 


A few days ago, it came into the 


news when an intoxicated 
chap, 


currently boarding in the county 
jail, ran a truck into a ditch. 


What wild tale acted a* the 


.nail upon which that rather gory 
title hung? 
Determined to find out, I de- 


scended to the 'catacombs" of the 
Lee county courthouse for an an- 
«wer. There, in the tomb-like realm 
of dead case records, my search 
ended.

Approximately 68 years ago, one 


of the most infamous murders in 
Dixon'a history was committed. 


According to the court records 


on the trial, a book salesman, 
just a young guy, came to Dixon. 
His name was Frank Thlel. 
During his stay, he met Joseph 


Mosse, who lived in a boarding 
house in Dixon. Mosse apparently 
befriended Thiel. He gave the 
salesman tips on where he could 
unload his literature. They both 
aeemed to be on* the best of terms 


BUT, ONE day, in a culver 


alongside a path now called Bloody 
Gulch road, a farmer found Thiel's 
body. 


The.mutilated corpse was cover 


ed with fresh earth. It was dis 
covered quite by accident. The 
farmer was leading his cows along 
the path. When they came to the 
culvert, the animals stopped and 
refused to go ahead. • 


Then the farmer, upon investiga 


tion, found what was frightening 
the cows. Thiel'8 body lay batterec 
and bloody ... his throat cut! 


* * * 


With that started one of Dix- 


on'* most famous trials involving 
the conviction of a man on cir- 
cumstantial evidence. 
.Witnesses who had seen Thiel 
and" Mosse together pointed the 
finger at Mosse as the suspect most

likely to be convicted. 
Mosse 


claimed that he was innocent and 
never admitted committing the 
crime tven to his death as an old 
man. 


TRIED IN Lee county circuit 


court in January, 1886, after being 
indicted for murder by the Septem- 
ber grand jury, Mosse was found 
guilty and sentenced to life im 
prisonment in the state peniten 
tia'ry at Joliet. 


According 
to 
court 
records, 


Mosse had lured his victim to his 
death. It was brought out in the 
trial that the killer had Thiel walk 
•with him along the notorious road 
on the prtense of having a sale for 
him at the home of a Maggie 
Smith. 


EVIDENCE SHOWED that Mosse 


had carried a club, believed to 
have been a post in a stair rail. 
And in his pocket, he had a jack- 
knife. 


When the pair got to an unfre- 


quented spot, out of the view of 
farm 
homes, it was 
charged, 


Mosse attacked Thiel. 


From the condition of the body, it 


was determined that Thiel fought 
for his life, but that Mosse was 
able to club him to the ground. 


Without a show of mercy, the 


killer grabbed his victim by the 
head and proceeded to cut his 
throat, the jury decided. 
Although no one saw the crime, 


the state's attorney pieced together 
circumstantial evidence in a pat- 
tern that convinced the jury of 
Mosse's guilt. 


The court concluded that Mosse 


had committed premeditated mur- 
der on the motive of robbery. 
Mosse purportedly' had discovered 
that Thiel carried his sales' money 
on his person. 


Witnesses testified that Mosse 


accompanied Thiel on the road 
toward the culvert. He returned 
alone to his boarding house. 
Within the next few days, he was 


seen frequently in the vicinity of 
the culvert. On the day the body 
was discovered, witnesses saw him 
near where the body was buried— 
with a shovel in his hands. 


An hour later, the corpse was 


exhumed from its blood-spattered 
shallow grave covered with fresh 
dirt. 


WHEN HE was arrested, police 


found a watch-chain in Mosse's 
pocket. It had belonged to Thiel. 
There was blood on it. 


Near the scene of the crime, 


authorities found the club carried 
by Mosse, the pocket knife, and a 
ring that had .once belonged* to

Vaile Asks

Ballard, Welch Tell

Dixon Commissioner C. L 


Ballard's proposal to tighten 
regulations on parking meter 
violators was tabled for an 
other week at a meeting Tues 
day night of the city council 


Ballard presented the resolution 


last week to increase "token 
fines," levied against meter viola 
tors, from 10 to 25 cents to be 
paid within 24 hours instead of 48. 


He told the city council that as 


commissioner of public health and 
safety, he had the power to en- 
force any regulation, within the 
bounds of. the city's parking 
meter ordinance, that may be 
deemed necessary to alleviate 
parking conditions in the city. 


Wants Vote 


However, Ballard 
expressed a 


desire to have a vote of confidence 
on the part of city council on en- 
forcing police regulation's in this 
regard. 


Commissioner Joseph E. Vaile, 


streets and .public improvements, 
said that he feared repercussions 
should the city make this move 
without more study. 


Vaile asked the council to hold 


up on any action until he had ad 
ditional time to consider the pro 
posal. 


City Atty. Gerald Jones explain- 


ed to the city council that Ballard's 
proposal did not represent a change 
or amendment to the present city 
ordinance. 


The ordinance calls for a $1 fine 


to be paid by motorists who fail 
to feed the meters as required by 
law. 


Unwritten System 


The present system of token 


fines does not come under the or- 
dinance but is merely an unwrit- 
ten system governed 
by 
police 


regulations, Jones added. 


Actually, the 10 cent fine is not 


a fine under the terms of the park- 
ing meter ordinance, but a sort of 
"token" of good faith ... a chance 
for a violator to report to the po- 
lice station to pay 10 cents and 
show that there was no intent to 
violate the law, Jones said. 


The city attorney said that Dix- 


on's system of parking fines comes 
n the category of the "cafeteria 
:ourt" common to many 
cities 


throughout the country. 


However, according to Commis- 


sioner L. J. Welch, motorists have 
been taking extreme advantage of 
the 10 cent fine and are thwarting 
he purpose of parking meters, to 
maintain a traffic turnover in- the 
business section. 


Ballard also 
said 
that great 


number of tickets handed to meter 
violators constitutes far more work 
than should be necessary to patrol 
the meters by Dixon police. 


It was hoped by those who fav- 


ored a 25 cent fine, rather than 
one of 10 cents, that the increase 
would deter motorists fiom 
ex- 


cessive violations. 


However, it was feared by some 


at the meeting that a too stringent 
meter fine 
system would work 


against the best interests of Dix- 
on. that much of the trade could be 
breed elsewhere.

Co. in Philadelphia, and bears the 
name of H. W. Sanders, vice-presi- 
dent of the Union Oil Co. of Cali- 
fornia. It states that oil companies 
were paying $52.000 to Nixon and 
that be would serve the interests 
of the oil industry. 


Sanders has denied to the com- 


mittee that he wrote the letter and 
Waltman has denied receiving it.

Prepare Daughter to Meet 
Adolescent Physical Change 


;; It would be a good thing if all 
parents tried, from time to time, 
fo remember how they felt and'be- 
haved when they were the same 
age as their children are now. Per- 
haps this is more Important when 
a youngster is in the stage of life 
Known as adolescence than at any 
other period. 
'/This column is devoted to a few 
of the problems of adolscence in 
girls. 
of the problems of adolescence in 
girls is often date from the first 
period of menstruation. This event 
(iommonly starts around the age of 
13,' but the physical changes of 
adolescence in girls do not always 
come at the same age. There is 
usually no cause for alarm if there 
Is delay until 14 or 15, or if the 
menses start before 13. 


• The age when adolescence be- 
gins vanes with different families, 
facial backgrounds, climate and 
perhaps diet and other factors. 
! Girls should be instructed before 
this time as to what to expect and 
should be told that the changes 
which occur are a perfectly normal 
s|cp toward maturity. The mother 
or a physician should discuss the 
beginning of adolescence fully and 
frankly before the definite signs of 
it appear/If* Uiis is not done, 
menstruation may itart unexptct-. 


edly and cause a good deal of emo- 
tional disturbance. 


Information concerning adoles- 


cent changes should be given in a 
completely matter-of-fact way. A 
girl should be told that she is only 
one of millions of her own age 
who are going through "the same 
experience at the same time. 


It should be explained also that 


the changes about to develop .are 
the result of increased activity on 
the part of those hormones or in- 
ternal glands which have to do 
with femininity. As a rule this in- 
formation 
comes best from 
a 


thoughtful mother. 


During adolescence many girls 


are nervous and behave erratical- 
ly. They often cry easily, take 
unreasonable dislikes to people, 
food or activities, and fly off the 
handle at members of their family 
for no apparent reason. The girls 
themselves often realize this-but 
keep on just the same. 


Parents need not give in too 


much, since it is not fair to others 
to behave unreasonably, no matter 
what the excuse.

Christ I received from Switzerland three copies of the front cover of 
a French movie magazine called "Cine Revue" entirely opcupied by 
a pensive, or, rather let us say, worried, portrait of Charlie Chaplin. 
The title of this work of art ran: "Charlie Chaplin: Reincarnation of 
Jesus Christ?" 


In view of Chaplin's notoriety as a rake with a preference for 


young girls, of the awful allegations on file in the divorce suit of 
Lita Grey, one of his numerous child brides, and 
of his implication in Communist affairs, I took it 
that the person who mailed these copies back to the 
United States had meant to commit sacrilege. Hed- 
da Hopper, of Hollywood, also received a copy, 
which she sent along to me. Each of them was 
accompanied 
by a 
memorandum 
bearing the 


scrawled name of a man who is known to be an 
old friend and sometime press-agent of Charlie 
Chaplin. 


"With compliments," the greeting said. 
Chaplin's latest picture, "Limelight," has laid 


an egg in the United States notwithstanding a highly professional, arti • 
ficial ballyhoo premiere in London and a somewhat less clamorous 
debut in New Lork. 


Through a resolution adopted by its executive committee last 


Oct. 11, the American Legion not only praised the Department of 
Justice for its decision to investigate Chaplin's "eligibility to return 
to the United States" 'but urged the distributors of "Limelight" to 
withdraw the picture "until the issues are determined." James Me-

Never Open Trump iii This Position 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Hand No.1 3 of the recent World 


Championship Match B e t w e e n 
America and Sweden was one of 
the most interesting of the entire 
256-board match. 
In both rooms 


a pair of world famous experts 
got to a small slam contract when 
the hand was off two aces. 


Just in case you are puzzled by 


the beginning of the bidding shown 
with today's hand. I should ex- 
plain that the players on the 
American team use a weak open- 
ing two? bid. 
When they Want to 


make an opening forcing bid, they 
must bid two clubs regardless of 
whether or not they have a real 
club suit. 


In this case, South opened with 


two clubs to show the strength of 
his hand, and later showed that 
his real length was in hearts and 
diamonds. 
I cannot argue with 


success, since Howard Schenken, 
the declarer in the "closed" room, 
actually made his unsound slam 
contract. 


West was misguided enough to 


open a trump against declarer's 
small slam contract in hearts: 
Schenken thereupon drew 
three 


rounds of trumps, discarded all of 
dummy's clubs on 'his top dia- 
monds, and then gave up one spade 
trick. Dummy made the rest of 
the tricks with good spades and a 
trump. 


In the "open" room, in front of 


an audience of bridge enthusiasts, 
the Swedish declarer went down 
ingloriously at his slam contract. 
Johnny Crawford, defending for 
America, opened the ace of dubs 
and then switched to spades to 
let his partner take the ace of 
spades. • 
\ 


I would not bother to report this 


sort of hand, even though it is 
spectacular, except for the fact 
that a very valuable lesson can be 
derived from it. It is almost never 
good policy to open a 
trump 


against a slam contract. Such an 
opening lead gives control of the 
hand immediately to declarer and 
allows him to develop the hand in 
the way that pleases him best. 


It may be sound play to open a 


trump against a small slam con- 
tract wben yon know that every 
suit will break badly for declarer. 
In such a case you may realize that 
declarer must aim for a cross ruff, 
and every 
defense trump lead 


will then save a trick. In all other 
situations, however, it is poor pol- 
icy to open a trump and thus sur- 
renders your defense to the de- 
clarer.
